Carransa's death. 

The coinmi^slon in making its report 
urged a fornial hearint; be held to 
establish llerrero's inolive ami Ibc re 
sponsiliilil y of the itidivliliial ineinhers 
(if the liand as well as to determine 
the coiulnct of Carraiiza's cabinet 
ineinlier.s. Iiis Irietiils and defenders, 
who acconii>unied him In bis flight. 

ilcrrero carefully planned hia coop 
by gaining Carranxa'a oonOdenoe. 
which ho then betrayed, the commla- 
sion reported. 

The report returned by two men ap- 
pointed from the staff of General Ob- 
regon and two representing General 
Gonialea. did not differ in Ita salient 
features from the story told by Qeneral 
Amador, one of Carrania's aldea, when 
he returned to Mexico City with the 
body of his murdered chief.
